Typing-2 Ink 
Dial "M" for Mehrausstattung 


(or why we call them M-Codes) 
By Jim Bryant 


The renewed interest in the Old Bus Registry is greatly 
appreciated. Now it's time for payback. At last count, the 
Registry has grown to include 440 old buses. And since the 
form revision, we've picked up 125 entries with Production 
Plate information. With all these blasted M-Codes floating 
around, I wondered how I would ever make any sense of it, let 
alone provide a summary for OBR readers. I'm giving it my 
best shot. 

The term Production Plate may cause some confusion 
because VW put stamped plates in several places during the 
split window bus production run. I'm using Production Plate to 
identify the plate on later splits, generally screwed to the 
bulkhead behind the right front seat. The earliest showing up 
in the Registry in that location is chassis 399.872 
(manufactured 13 Oct 58). Counting buses since that date 


covers more than 80% of the Registry--and 80% of you, the 
owners. 

Only one Production Plate has no M-Codes and that bus 
was destined for Finland. Six buses have only one M-Code 
(half of them were shipped to Canada) and these one-only 
codes are in the 300s and 4005, indicating a North American 
package. Six buses have as many as seven codes. All are 1964 
or later models. Numerically, the average is 3.3 M-Codes per bus. 

No question, 412 M-Codes are probably not a 
statistically representative sample, but it is a start. Certainly 
some trends could be extracted from the data on hand. By 
establishing a 1-to-1 relationship between chassis number and 
M-Code (instead of several-to-one), I could easily count how 
many of each code actually show up. I'll spare you the rest of 
the computer nuts and bolts, and just show you the following table:

There have been many efforts to decode the missing 
codes through official VW records and through ad hoc contacts 
with owners. I have talked with a few owners with the missing 
codes but they generally don't know either. Unless I call and 
ask if their bus has a specific option and they can confirm, it's 
like shooting in the dark. Think about it. If you sent in your 
form and I called you to let you know you have the only M- 
101 in our files, would you know what's different about your 
bus. I know I wouldn't and 

Ihave six to look at for comparison. 

Some of the larger quantities also stand out in a quick 
review. The most frequent option is M-425. VW seems to 
have set aside codes above 360 for packages destined for 
export from Germany. In the case of M-425, VW used it for at 
least four years to identify the North American market 
package. There's some disagreement about the exact meaning 
of all of these codes and no one has come up with the Rosetta 
Stone of M-Codes yet. 

There really is an M-Code underground of dedicated 
fools trying to figure out the differences in the 300 and 400 
codes. All are North American market, or appear to be, but 
precise differences are unclear. Just now, while looking at 
what models have M-429, I've noticed that all four in the 
Registry are 1967, Model 265 Double Cab Pickups. Similarly, 
M-362 and M-428 turn up only on Pickups. 

You may have witnessed a breakthrough here. That's 
how it works. You give NEATO a little something and we try 
to give something back. 

All four of the Double Cabs with M-429 also have M- 
043 which may just be coincidence. M-043 is listed in the 
Spec Guide as "Complies with Swiss market regulations" and 
Гуе fielded a lot of questions about that one. I doubt that it 
means the bus runs like a Swiss watch. I just don't know. 

Second to the M-425 popularity is M-114. This is the six 
pop-out side windows option. It shows up across the spectrum 
on the Kombi, Microbus and Deluxe lines. For obvious 
reasons, the Panel and Pickup models don't use this option--not 
enough windows. My 1967 Double Cab has two pop-out side 
windows. What about yours or the last one you saw up close? 
Did it have pop-outs or fixed glass? Maybe pop-outs came 
standard and one of the missing M-Codes is to delete pop-outs. 

VW did things that way. M-130 is a good example. 
People could order a Deluxe bus, ask for M-130, and delete the 
sunroof. The Registry has 16 of them. Almost 20% of the 
Deluxes still around to show up in the Registry were originally 
ordered without a sunroof. 

And then there's the walk-thru options. There are several 
M-Codes for this option, depending on model (080, 081, 082, 
083, 183-RHD, and 184-RHD). Other than the LHD/RHD 
distinction, the exact differences are still a mystery. There is 
documentation to signify that Panels and Kombis use one code, 
while Standard and Deluxe Microbuses used another. Contrary 
to several myths, a walk-thru Double Cab is probably not an 
option VW offered. Don't even ask about a walk-thru Single 
Cab! 

A sizeable number of Microbuses (30-40%) were 
ordered as walk-thru. The number drops to about 5% for 


Panels and Kombis. I know these numbers are approximations. 
There is not a team of statisticians backing me up on this 
effort. There is only Production Plate information for 18 
Westfalias in the Registry. Five of them have M-080, the walk- 
thru option. 

So, how many Mehrausstattung would you like? My 
German is lousy, so I got a translation from a German- 
American friend. Literally, it's "more things to be added on" or 
just "more options." I can accept that. I can't accept that we 
know so little about them. Forget the Registry form. Copy 
down your Production Plate information on a post card and 
mail it to NEATO. What I have so far has just whetted my 
appetite. 


Post Script: 

A few days after I wrote the above article, I was reading 
through a Chicago Tribune on the Chicago Art Institute study 
of Van Gogh paintings. The following caught my eye: 


"It is exacting, scholarly work, complicated by 
cumbersome logistics, not the least of which is 
persuading skittish owners to make valuable paintings 
available to researchers. If you could bring all the 
paintings into one room, with unlimited equipment and 
time, you could find unbelievable amounts of 
information." 


While the Type 2 is not a Van Gogh in everyone's eye, 
they can be a work of art. I don't expect to see every bus side- 
by-side together in one place. Having all your Registry 
information is close enough. Analysis of Production Plate data 
may not qualify as exacting or scholarly, but every new piece 
of information does offer the prospect of solving a riddle.

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4000 Miles Across Country in a 
Crewcab, Part 1

Before we ever left our home in Powder Springs, 
Georgia I had drawn a route to take on a U.S. map. I had 
no specific schedule except that I needed to be back at 
work on July 31st. The original plan was to go to 
California, but once we got ready and my wife Susie 
couldn't go, that looked pretty improbable. So I decided 
to try and see as much as I could without constantly 
being behind the wheel. Since I would be the only one 
driving I wanted to keep the driving time down to 400 
miles per day maximum. My traveling companion was 
my son Joseph, who was only 13 so he couldn't help 
drive. This was a vacation with an underlying quest for 
VW bus treasure. 

We started out bright and early on Tuesday morning 
July 1 1th headed for Memphis, Tn. I took the interstate 
to Birmingham then took Hwy 78 through Tupelo. This 
is a more direct route and would offer up some BUS 
treasure along the way, or so I thought. Well it turned 
out to be a good road for making time, but a sorry road 
for treasure hunting. All the way to Memphis, no buses, 
driving or sitting. Got into Memphis after lunch and 
went to see Graceland. Now I’m not a crazed Elvis fan 
and wasn’t sure what I was going to find, but I came 
away from there glad I went and Joseph liked it to. 
There was still daylight so we got back in the truck and 
headed west on I-40 to Little Rock, Ark. 

We get to Little Rock around 10:00 PM and start trying 
to find a campground. After about an hour we finally find 
an RV PARK. Let me explain to you what an RV PARK is 
as I found a ton of them out west. Usually when traveling 
down south you can pull into a campground, park ‚изе the 
bathroom, shower then take care of the bill in the morning. 
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Not so at an RV PARK. The sign said they lock up the 
bathroom at 9:00 PM, only self contained units allowed and 
others should find somewhere else to stay, price $14.00. 
We've been traveling all day, and we need a shower so back 
on the interstate and we see the King Motel only wants 
$20.00 for a room. Hey, how bad could it be, and they had 
to have a shower. What a pleasant surprise, TV, phone, 
clean room, and the longest hot water shower I’ve had in a 
while. The only bad thing in the place was the towels. I 
think they were made for midgets or else I’m getting bigger 
than I thought. 

Now you may be wondering what I’m doing in Little 
Rock. What I came to see was a 1955 23-window, who's 
owner I had been communicating with for almost a year. 
I had tried to call him before I left with no luck, but I 
thought I would take the chance he would be home when 
I got to Arkansas. Before 10:00pm I had called again, 
but still nobody is home. Wednesday morning I hope 
somebody will be home now or I am going to be totally 
bummed all day. Call the number and success! It's the 
owners son! He gives me directions and we are on our 
way. The night before while we were trying to find the 
RV PARK we had come within just a couple blocks of 
this bus and didn't even know it. The bus is not 
something you would see from the road. Where is it? 
My mouth is watering. We are led around back to a large 
shed where I see a boat, tractor, scooters, and furniture. 
Then finally way in the back is that familiar round roof. 

Now we carefully started moving stuff so we could get 
closer. The story on the bus was that it had belonged to 
the present owners uncle who bought it new. It had run 
last time he drove it, but he was a little unsure how long 
ago that had been. I'd say from the amount of dust and all 
the stuff piled around it, it had been there a while. I finally 
get to where I can open a front door, but it doesn't want to 
open. Maybe it's locked, no it just needs a little more 
persuasion to break the seal. Of course there is not enough 
room to open the door all the way, but I can see inside. 


Like most buses that sit for any length of time this 
one had stuff stored in it. So I move all the boxes out of 
the front seat so I can see what it looks like and maybe 
climb in. What is the most important thing to look for 
when you are thinking about buying an old bus? RUST! 
So I lift up the front floor mat, and surprise! All metal! 
Maybe some pinholes, but I can live with that. Check the 
dash... everything is there; clock, speedometer, switches, 
and no large holes have been cut into it. 

Now I turn my attention towards the back of the bus. 
Someone has installed a camping setup. The back is full 
of stuff and I really can't get in there, but all the window 
hardware is intact and the headliner looks pretty good. 
Next I start trying to look over the outside. Must be an 
European model because it has semaphores. The top of 
the bus was painted white, probably to make it cooler in 
the summertime. Checking the engine compartment, it 
looks like a 36 HP motor, and it is supposed to be the 
original engine. Overall the body is in pretty good shape. 
Looks like a project, but what a neat project! I'll have to 
figure out to get it back to Georgia, cause I don't think 
I'm going to drive it home. Anyway we leave feeling 
pretty good and I will get back in touch after I return 
home from my vacation. 

We get back on the interstate and head west towards 
Oklahoma City.

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Hot Wheels Busses

Do you collect VW toys? How about Hot Wheels? 
Don't you wish you still had some of those Hot Wheels 
from when you where a kid? Man what some of those 
things are going for. 

I'd like to take this opportunity to tell you about 
the Hot Wheels VW Bus. Now you can have the best of 
both worlds. 

The Bus is a split window drag Bus. It has a 
chopped top, no side windows and no cargo doors. It is a 
Barndoor being that there is no front overhang. But this 
could be due to the chopped top. It also has no bumpers. 
The tail lights and parking lights are late sixties split. The 
VW emblem on the front is scaled to match. It has a flip 
up body hinged on the front. So it lifts from the rear. On 
the back of the roof there is a big spoiler. It has a single 
seat for the driver which is surrounded by a roll cage. 

If you lift up the body you can see that this is a 
mid-engine turbo charged Bus. It has a stinger coming 
out the back for two of the cylinders and lake pipes down 
both sides for the other two cylinders. The engine is 
believably VW. The valve covers are as they should be. 
The crank pulley is toward the front of the Bus as it 
should be, being that it is mid-engine, must have used a 
914 transaxle? 

You can see a fuel cell towards the front on the 
drivers side. On the passenger side is the battery box. The 
underside of the Bus is pretty well done also. The 
underside of the engine is detailed, as well as the 
transaxle. There is also detail for the front beam. 

The front wheels are silver mags with the normal 
Hot Wheel tires. The rear wheels are black centerline 
with a silver ring, but the back tires are huge, big fat 
slicks. There are wheelie bars on the rear. It even comes 
with a parachute for stopping. The good ‘ole stock drum 
brakes won't stop this baby. 

So far I know of 11 variations of this Bus: 


1. “1996 First Edition, #6 of 12 models.” This Bus is 
blue with the Hot Wheels logo down the side, from 
the door all the way to the end. Below this is the 
word *FAHRVERGNÜGEN'" in yellow, above the 
rocker panel. Toward the rear of the Bus in front of 
the air vents, it says, “PHIL’S VW PERFORMANCE 
PARTS.” On the doors is the VW logo that looks like 
a stick figure person driving. I have heard tails that 
Hot Wheels isn’t going to make this Bus anymore. I 
have also heard that they are going to re-issue it in

plastic instead of metal. It seams that kids are 
throwing these at their siblings and doing some 
damage. We'll have to wait and see. These Busses 
were available wherever you buy Hot Wheels, priced 
less than $1.00. I personally have never seen one at 
the store. I had to buy mine from a Collector. I have 
also seen this Bus in a Box Set called “1996 Year In 
Review II”. It comes with the other 11 cars in the 
series. 

The next Bus is somewhat of a mystery Bus. I have 
never seen it and have only just heard about it. Plus 
the details are sketchy and may not be correct, so 
here it goes. In 1996 Hot Wheels had a X-mas party 
for employees. At this party they gave away 100 X- 
mas Busses. Each was numbered so that if they hit 
the secondary market, Hot Wheels would be able to 
find out who had sold theirs. Sorry but I don’t know 
the color or anything else. If you ever find one of 
these Га buy it. Price, heck they were free. 

The “JC Whitney, Warshawsky” Bus. This one 
comes in a box marked “LIMITED EDITION.” This 
one is white in the rear and fades to black in the 
front. It has a red stripe around the Bus from the 
beltline to the drip rail. Above the air vents in this 
red stripe is the Hot Wheels logo in blue. Below the 
beltline reads “JC” in blue with 3 lines under it. 
Following this is “Whitney tm” in red. Above the 
“Whitney tm” is “ESTABLISHED 1915” in smaller 
blue letters. Below all of this in blue is 
“WARSHAWSKY.” The same logos are also printed 
on the spoiler which is painted silver. This one also 
has red tail lights, I can’t see the headlights or the 
front blinkers. Mine is still in the box. You used to be 
able to get these from JC Whitney, however I do 
believe they are now unavailable.
